AN EYEGLASS VIEW OF THE LO- 
CUST PLAGUE. 

5 — 

“Cheerful Words for Western Fus m- 
ers—How the Ravages of the Locust 
May be Diminished— Hopes of Itz Final 
8 of the Entomolog- 
ical Commission. 


These striking head-lineg in the 
New York Tribune of the 23d instant 
caused the big green eyes of the G- 
__ ETTR’s agricultural editor to dilate 

with sudden joy as he unexpectedly 
came upon along grasshopper article 
in the culumase of thatesteemed though 
ponderous and diffase contemporary. 
Sach headlines at once called up vis- 
ions of ranchers dancing with delight 
over the meadows on receipt of the 
Tribune's glad tidings. But a perusal 
of the article dispelled the hope to 
which its too-optimistic title had 
given rise. It was based apon the 
second report of the United States 
Entomological Commission, soon to 
be ready for distribution, and which 
relates to the Rocky Mountain locust 
and the Western cricket. Now the 
Rocky Mountain locust, so far as we 
know, is the same, or nearly the same, 
as the Sierra Nevada locust. Hence 
thé natural laws governing the multi- 
plication and the destructiveness. of 
the Nebraska locust should apply to 
the locust of Nevada and the valleys 
of che Sierra. But it is a disappoint- 
ment to find that the Commission re- 
ly upon the settlement of the locust- 
infested regions as the great means of 
overeoming the plague. 

The idea of crowding out the lo- 
cust by the settlement of the région 
which it devastates has some rather 
ludicrous features. How it can be 
cheering to the western farmers,” al- 
ready on the ground, is difficult to 
understand. Posterity may profit by 
the filling up of the country and the 
possible ostracism of the locust, but 
how are the pioneers to fare who are 
to wage war against the insect? What 
is one man against a million locusts! 
What the farmers who suffer from lo- 
cust depredations would like to learn 
is some way or means of putting a 
‘mop to the plague of locusts now. 
The assurance that when the country 

gets settled up the locust will find no 
place to lay its head is small consola- 
tion to the farmers who yearly see 
the larger portion of their crops eaten 
up before their eyes. We have little 
faith in this theory of the Commission 
that increase of population will crowd 
out the locust. There must always 
be left, in every section of this west- 
ern country, vast areas of land incapa- 
ble of cultivation, and on such land 
the locust can breed at its leisure. 
And it has not been observed in this 
section that the insect cannot find 
congeosial breeding places on cultivat- 
ed lands. They have laid their eggs 
all over this valley, throughout all 
the ranches, preferring, of course, the 
dry, sandy knolls. Unless the whole

sion is that a permanent system of ob- 
servations and warnings of the flights 
of the locust be institut ‘bye Big:

destructive swarms. We therefore 
strongly recommend an appropriation 
to the Signal Bureau for this special 
purpose. 

Thus the farmer iu the locust-ridden 
regions may ride into town every day 
to get the latest locust news, if he 
happens to live anywhere in the neigh- 
borhood of a Signal Service station, 
which, however, are usually not more 
than 500 miles apart. It might happen, 
though, that the locusts would out- 
‘strip the news, Special stations for 
the observation of locust flights should 
be established. One station to every 
square mile would no doubt be suffi- 
cient. Diligent observers so situated 
would probably see most of the large 
flocks passing through the air, and 
would be able to guess with tolerable 
accuracy the diréction of their flight. 
How would it de to have cannon plant- 
ed on the observatories, and shell the 


swarms as opportunity might offer? 


EDITORIAL NOTES, 


A Paris correspondent of a New 
York paper says: Mrs. J. W. Mackay 
gave in Paris, the other evening, the 
most magnificent ball of the season.

The people of Virginia City are not 
going to eat any oleomargarine if they 
can help it. An ordinance has been 
passed forbidding anyone to sell the 
compound,aod forbidding botel and 
restaurant keepers to serve it to their 
customers—unless it is sold or served 
for what it is and not for butter. The 
penalty is a fine of not less than 6100, 
of which the i er is to receive 
one-halt. 

The C. P. Blod Horse association 
have decided the purse for the 
coming great of four-mile heats 
shall be $20,000; $12,000 to the first, 
$4,000 to the second, $2,500 to the 
third, and $1,500 tothe fourth.

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LAWS OF THE STATE OF NEVADA 


Passed by the Tenth Session of the Leg- 


islature, 1881. 


Onar. XXXV.—An Act amendatory of 
an Act entitled An Act in relation to 
public highways, approved March 
15, 1875. 

[Approved February 23, 1881. } 
The people of the State of Nevada, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


Section 1. Section Four of an Act 
entitled ‘‘An Act in relation to public 
highways, is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows: 

‘Section Four. It shall be the duty of 
each Road Supervisor faithfully to col- 
lect all road taxes lawfully imposed and 
required to be paid, and judiciously and 
economically to expend the same, to- 

ether with all other sums belonging to 
the Road Fund of his district, or such 
part thereof as in his judgment may be 
required, upon the public highways of 
his district; to superintend all labor 
upon such highways, and to see that the 
same is faithfully performed; provided, 
that no Road Supervisor shall be per- 
mitted to perform labor upon the high- 
ways of his district in excess of the sum 
of fifty dollars during any one quarter, 
except upon the advice and with the 
consent of the County Commissioners 
of his county, previously obtained. 
The Supervisor of each district shall, 
on the first Monday of January and the 
first Monday in July of each year, file 
with the County Clerk of his county a 
list of the names of all persons who 
have been residents thereof thirty days, 
designating those who have paid poll 
taxes, and at the same time and place 
shall file a fall and concise statement of 
all labor performed, including his own, 
and all moneys received and paid out. 
Any surplus of money remaining after 
payment of all road dues, not including 
his own wages, he shall pay over to the 
County Treasurer of his county and take 
his receipt therefor.

matter which end they start at, or if 
that don’t suit they can commence at 
the middle and spell both ways and 
they can tell just where to get their 
bread, if they don’t—as I am now do- 
ing—eat hard tack. You see there is 
great economy in it, you don’t have to 
wash your hands to mix bread, save 
soap and water, both to say nothing 
about the labor. Sure road to wealth. 

After doing up the Sweetwater 
mines, which by the way will astonish 
the world at no distant day, I find 
myself anchored at Bridgeport, a 
beautiful place for a town, on the 
headwaters of East Walker river. All 
that hinders it from being a port of 
entry for sailing vessels is the low 
bridges. They don’t have any draw 
in the bridges, having put it all in 
poker, of which there seems to be 
enough to supply a city like Reno. 

Mono county is rich, and bas made 
a commendable start in the way of a 
new $40,000 court-house.

THE BURKE BONANZA SUIT. 


A Decision Against Flood et al.—They 
Are Called to Pay Over About 
$800,000. 

San Francisco, March 30. 

This morniog Judge Sullivan of the 
Superior Court decided one of the nu- 
merous suits instituted by Burke 
against the Bonanza firm. The suit 
decided is that of Burke vs. Flood, et 
al. The complaint charged fraudulent 
conversion of only four feet of mining 
ground, but the principles involved 
are very important. The Judge held 
that resolutions of ratification adopted 
at the Con. Virginia stockholders’ 
meeting were in effect void, because 
not adopted by the unanimous con- 
sent of the whole body of stockholders. 
All transactions except one were beld 
to be such tbat the stockholders 
might have had notice from the books 
atthe time of their character, or at 
least sufficient notice to put them upon 
inquiry. Therefore the statute of lim- 
itations was held to have run against 
all except one transaction, in which 
Heydenfeldt purchased twelve and one- 
half feet from Geo. W. Kinney, in the 
interest of Flood’s partner. It did not 
appear to have been disclosed to the 
body of stockholders, and the 
books conveyed no notice to 
put the stockholders upon in- 
quiry, so that one transac- 
tion was held to be exempt from the 
operation of the statute of limitations. 
Defendants therefore were required to 
account for the profits of that transac- 
tion. This accounting must be, the 
Judge said, to the body of the stock- 
holders constituting the corporation. 
All holders of stock at this date will 
be allowed sixty days after public no- 
tice given by a master appointed by 
the Court, within which 20 elect to 
take benefit of the degree herein and 
present their evidences of ownership. 
The Court will provide in its decree 
that all parties failing to come in with- 
in that time shall be foreclosed ef all 
claim against the defendants or either 
of them, arising out of the transactions 
considered herein. On payment of 
the several amounts that may be de- 
termined to be due to parties electing 
to take the benefit of decree herein, 
defendants will be released from all 
claim against them arising on the part 
of said corporation or its stockholders. 

The ene hundred and twenty and 
one-half shares of stock issued on this 
transaction, became equivalent, by rea- 
son of several increases in the capital 
stock of the 'defendant’s corporation 
and dividends of California stock, is- 
sued to stockholders of the defendant’s 
corporation, to six thousand, one hun- 
dred and twenty-five shares of stock 
of the corporation ot defendant; and 
three thousand, five hundred and sev- 
enty-three shares of the California 
Mining Co. Defendants other than 
the corporation are to account for said 
shares of stock or their valae 
at this date, and for all dividends paid 
on said shares of stock, as shown by 
evidence on the trial, together with in- 
terest on such dividends from dates 
of payment. Defondants are to be 
credited with three thousand,five hun- 
dred and thirty-nine dollars, actually 
paid for ground, with interest thereon 
from April 12, 1873. 

It is estimated that the amount of 
money which Flood et al. will be 
called upon to pay over, should they 
conclude not to appeal, will be be- 
between eight and nise hundred 
thousand dollars. The decision will 
have important bearing en other suits 
now pending, involving several million 
dollars. The news of the decision had 
no marked effect on the prices of 
stocks.
